Sepsis family back 
hospital campaign 


‘Follow your gut instinct’ say relieved parents

A FAMILY from Yeovil who experienced first¬ 
hand the distressing impacts of Sepsis have 
joined forces with Yeovil Hospital and Public 
Health England (PHE) to raise awareness of the 
disease and its symptoms. 

The Davenport’s plea follows the PHE Sepsis 
campaign launched earlier this year aimed at 
parents and carers of young children aged four 
years and younger. 

Claudia Davenport was just two years old when 
she was admitted straight from Yeovil District 
Hospital’s out-of-hours GP service into the paedi¬ 
atric unit for emergency care. 

Claudia was diagnosed with bacterial meningi¬ 
tis and sepsis, and was discharged two and a half 
weeks later, having made a full recovery. 

Emma Davenport, Claudia’s mother said: “I had 
not long put the phone down when Claudia’s lips 
turned blue and she began breathing rapidly. 

“When we arrived I ran into the out of hours’ 
clinic as that was where I was told to go. 
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Emma and Howard Davenport with their three 
children 

“I saw a doctor who is a friend of ours and he 
initially assessed her and made sure she was 
seen immediately. 

“We then saw a locum doctor and she was very 
quickly assessed, and called the children’s ward. 
We were immediately admitted on to Level 10. 

“As soon as we arrived we were wheeled into 
the treatment room where the doctor assessed 
and gave Claudia intravenous antibiotics, and I 
was given an oxygen mask to hold on for her. 

“At this stage Claudia was unresponsive, shut 
down with white arms and legs. 

“I called my husband to take the other children 
home and return as soon as possible. Claudia’s 
skin then became mottled and blotchy. 

“Claudia was in hospital for two and a half 
weeks, in intensive care unit for seven days re¬ 
gaining her strength. She was very weak and 
couldn’t stay awake very long. 

“Each day she made tiny steps of progress, it 


was a joy to see her smile again after three or 
four days. 

“On Easter Sunday morning she walked again. 

“Throughout the whole process, every member 
of staff was highly professional, calm and effi¬ 
cient. 

“People need to be aware of the symptoms and 
follow your gut instinct if you think something 
is not quite right. Usually toddlers seem to 
bounce back and run around even if they’ve been 
poorly, but this time, she didn’t. 

“If parents are in any doubt, it is by far better 
to be checked by professional medical staff. For 
us, we knew something wasn’t right and made 
the call.” 

Paediatric Consultant Doctor Camelia Vaina 
from Yeovil Hospital said: “There are more than 
120,000 cases of sepsis in adults and children, and 
around 37,000 deaths, each year in England. 

“Last year we averaged one case of Sepsis each 
month in the paediatric department at Yeovil 
Hospital, so although it is not hugely common it 
does pose a very real risk and it is important that 
parents are aware. 

“Sepsis is a devastating condition that we need 
to get far better at spotting across the NHS. By 
raising awareness and improving clinical prac¬ 
tice we will save lives in the fight against this 
horrible illness. I’d like to thank the Davenports 
for helping us to campaign for better awareness 
of sepsis.” 

The campaign, launched earlier this year, saw 
millions of leaflets and posters being sent to GP 
surgeries and hospitals across the country to 
urge parents to call 999 or take their child to A&E 
if they display any of the following signs: 

♦ Looks mottled, bluish or pale 

♦ Is very lethargic or difficult to wake 

♦ Feels abnormally cold to touch 

♦ Is breathing very fast 

♦ Has a rash that does not fade when you press 
it.

New owner sees 
View From titles 
join Independent 


THE future of local newspapers in the West 
Country received a massive boost this week 
when the team behind your favourite local free 
weeklies joined forces with the West Country’s 
famous Sunday Independent. 

Entrepreneur Peter Masters, who embarked 
on a plan to rejuvenate the 200-year-old Inde¬ 
pendent when he acquired the iconic regional 
title in April, has now moved to add the Lyme 
Regis-based View From series of free newspa¬ 
pers to his expanding stable of publications. 

The move, which aims to create a formidable, 
independent, local publishing group, offers fur¬ 
ther evidence of the revival of print media, he 
said. 

The eight View From papers, which serve 
Axminster, Seaton, Colyton, Honiton, Beer, Ot- 
tery St Mary, Crewkerne, Chard, Ilminster, 
Yeovil, Lyme Regis, Bridport, Beaminster, 
Dorchester, Weymouth and Portland, were ac¬ 
quired from Capital Media Newspapers, who 
had owned the titles for 18 months. 

The Lyme operation, which employs 31 peo¬ 
ple and is headed by veteran publisher Philip 
Evans, 68, also produces a series of local Expe¬ 
rience magazines and runs news websites for 
the West Country communities it serves. 

Peter, who is also chairman and co-owner of 
Truro City Football Club, said he was excited 
to bring the two publishing businesses to¬ 
gether. 

The Somerset-born businessman stepped in 
to save the Sunday Independent in April. The 
200-year-old paper had come under threat fol¬ 
lowing the sudden death of its previous propri¬ 
etor. Peter is now constructing an investment 
plan to develop the multi-edition 200-year-old 
title, which focuses on professional and grass 
roots sport and leisure in Bristol, Somerset, 
Dorset, Devon and Cornwall. 

He said: “These are extremely exciting times 
for the View From group and the Sunday Inde¬ 
pendent as we work on plans to deliver even bet¬ 
ter quality, value and ideas for their readers. I 
and all the dedicated staff at both titles believe 
in the future of print newspapers at the heart of 
their communities, where people can share 
their successes, their challenges, their events, 
their joys and criticisms. Both will have a vi¬ 
brant web presence delivering news and sport 
updates and digital platforms for advertisers to 
reach these communities - but we all also be¬ 
lieve that nothing beats sitting down with a 
paper that covers your community or your 
sphere of interest and reading all the things you 
can’t find on the internet!” 

Philip Evans said: “This is a great develop¬ 
ment, one that will enable us to improve our 
service to the loyal readers and advertisers 
who support our independent and trusted local 
publications. Joining forces with the Sunday 
Independent will create a powerful publishing 
business for the whole of the West Country.”

Parish back at helm 
with pledge to fight 
for farmers’ incomes 

NEIL Parish has been re-elected as chairman of 
the Environment, Food and Rural Affairs Com¬ 
mittee. 

The Conservative MP for Honiton and Tiver¬ 
ton received 324 votes, well ahead of rivals Zac 
Goldsmith, who polled 107, and Bill Wiggin, 
who received 137. 

In an article for the Politics Home website ear¬ 
lier this month, Mr Parish urged new Defra 
Secretary Michael Gove not to be tempted to cut 
support for farmers after Britain leaves the EU 
and the Common Agricultural Policy. 

Mr Parish, pictured, wrote: “It’s vital that se¬ 
lect committees engage with, and contribute to, 
the development of government policy through¬ 
out this Brexit parliament. 

“It’s going to be a critical 
decade for the food and 
farming industry. From the 
growing impact of technol¬ 
ogy, to Brexit and the re¬ 
structuring of farming 
support payments, the land¬ 
scape of British agriculture 
is set for a step-change. 

“For all my working life, 

CAP payments have been crucial to farmers’ 
livelihoods. Indeed, they make up around half 
of farm incomes. That financial guarantee for 
our farmers is the reason I voted to remain in 
the EU.”

Back to the blackspot 


Crash victim’s daughter 
sees A35 safety changes

THE daughter of a woman who died 
on the A35 at Hunters Lodge four 
years ago bravely returned to the 
scene last week to inspect a road 
safety improvement scheme. 

Sandra Feldman, from Harrow, vis¬ 
ited the notorious blackspot just out¬ 
side Axminster for the first time since 
the day after her mother’s accident in 
2013. 

She said: “I was a bit apprehensive 
coming here, it being the first time 
since 2013. But I’m so pleased to see it 
[the scheme]. I can’t believe the differ¬ 
ence. I’m sure it must save lives, 
which is what the community cam¬ 
paigned for. The pelican crossing, the 
road signs. The road markings are far 
improved. However, we would have 
liked to have seen safety improve¬ 
ments at the most dangerous point, 
turning right to cross the A35 from 
the Uplyme road.” 

Sandra’s mother’s accident hap¬ 
pened on July 10th, 2013, and involved 
two vehicles. Her mother, 82-year-old 
Pamela Manning, was holidaying in 
the area with two friends, staying at 
Cricket St Thomas. 

They were returning from Lyme 
Regis, crossing the A35 in their car, 
when the accident happened. Pamela 
was declared dead at the scene and an¬ 
other friend died a week later in hos¬ 
pital. The third friend and the driver 
of the other vehicle survived. 

The accident sparked renewed calls 
for action to be taken and, after re¬ 
vised plans and delays, Highways 
England started work this spring. 

Ms Feldman and her brother Gerald 
Manning attended a public meeting in 
Axminster Guildhall a year after the 
accident, but it was only recently that 
she realised a scheme was being put

Mr Parish said: “As a former dairy farmer 
myself, I know we have a great farming indus¬ 
try with high-quality products. But we need to 
set the right conditions for this great British in¬ 
dustry to thrive. 

“The new Defra Secretary, Michael Gove, 
must now resist being bowled over by the Chan¬ 
cellor. Some free market thinkers believe 
Britain’s departure from the CAP is a golden 
opportunity to drastically scale back — and 
even end — agricultural subsidies altogether. 

“This would be a mistake. We need to start re¬ 
making the case for targeted investment in our 
farmers and the rural economy. Farm support 
payments play a crucial role in delivering on 
climate change targets, on providing jobs, as 
well as ensuring protection for our precious 
wildlife and countryside. 

“I will not allow food and farming to be side¬ 
lined, whilst other industries like financial 
services and car-making get the Government’s 
primary attention. Now, more than ever, we 
need British agriculture’s voice to be heard.” 


in place. And she decided to come and 
see it for herself on the anniversary of 
the accident. 

The day afterwards she spoke to 
Pulman’s Weekly News and said: “An 
accident like that affects so many 
lives, like the families, the driver of 
the other car and so on.” 

Four years later she is still grateful 
to police for the support given during 
a very difficult time, saying: “The po¬ 
lice were fantastic. We had a family li¬ 
aison officer, which really helped.” 

About the campaign she said: “It 
just shows that if voices are heard, 
change happens.” 

Locally there has been concern. 
Resident John Marsden told Pulman’s 
Weekly News : “As a resident of Ray¬ 
monds Hill, myself and many others 
are concerned this work has come to 
a full stop. We have had weeks of tem¬ 
porary traffic lights, noise at night 
and now nothing. The newly installed 
lights for a road crossing are not 
working. We fear that the remedial 
work done will not be enough. There 
are no speed cameras, which would 
have been the ultimate deterrent. 

“Why no filter lanes going to the left 
on Crewkerne Road and at the Lyme 


road junction? This would massively 
ease congestion. They have missed 
this ideal opportunity to get it right. 
What will it take, another fatality? 

“The highways people do not listen 
to the views of the public and the local 
residents. They are paid by the public 
so should listen to our concerns - not 
just go ahead and spend over £500,000 
on a hair-brained scheme.” 

A Highways England spokesperson 
confirmed the cost of the scheme was 
£560,000. 

In reply to Mr Marsden’s concerns, 
Andy Roberts, route manager for 
Highways England, said: “We have 
been liaising with our local authority 
partners and listening to communi¬ 
ties to make sure we have the right 
junction layout in place for this safety 
scheme. The work has involved a sig¬ 
nalised pedestrian crossing, the in¬ 
stallation of speed-activated signs in 
both directions, a new, high-friction 
road surface and improved signage. 

“A small amount of snagging work 
needs to be completed, we are await¬ 
ing Western Power to commission the 
lights and expect the crossing to be op¬ 
erational by the end of next week 
[week commencing July 17th].”

Ex-supermarket 
is fine home for

A POP-UP gallery has opened in former su¬ 
permarket premises in Crewkerne. 

The ex-Budgens premises in Falkland 
Square has been turned into a spacious 
gallery by Bristol-based Moderna Art and 
local enthusiasts. 

Moderna Art is a new art-gallery business 
operating at a number of venues across the 
UK, supporting and showcasing new and es¬ 
tablished contemporary artists and photog¬ 
raphers. 

Woodwork, machine embroideries, pottery 
and much more are also on display. 

The company got in touch with Crewkerne 
resident Pam Glazier after having been given 
the green light for a seven-week exhibition 
by the owner of the premises. 

Pam assembled a team and spread the 


word, leading to the opening of the gallery on 
July 10 by local artist David Brackston. 

Three days into the exhibition, Pam said: 
“The response was amazing. Most artists 
wish they could stay forever. 

“The has also been a great response from 
the general public.” 

Local resident Janet Harris has helped to 
promote the pop-up gallery. 

She said: “Crewkerne seems to be busy 
with new initiatives at the moment and, al¬ 
though I’m usually just involved with the 
museum, it’s great to join in with some other 
events in the town.” 

The exhibition is open on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays from 10am to 2pm. 

New exhibitors are welcome to apply by 
visiting the organisers during these times. 


Speedwell trustees hoping 
concert will hit right note 


TRUSTEES of the Speedwell in Crewk¬ 
erne are hoping their new fundraising 
idea will hit the right note with the town. 

They are organising a concert in the 
gardens at the Speedwell in Abbey Street 
on Saturday July 29. 

Top of the bill are singer-songwriter 
and guitarist Julian Dawson and the One 
Tree Hill band. 

Also featured are the South Somerset 
community choir, Yeovil ukulele band 
and singer Victoria Starr. 

“The concert is the first of its kind that 
we have held,” said Christine Rawe, a 
trustee and secretary of the Speedwell. 

Previous events have been summer 
fetes and bric-a-brac stalls. 

“But if the music event is successful 
we are hoping to stage an open-air drama 
production next year,” she said. 

The facilities provided by the Speed¬ 
well play an important role in the activ¬ 
ities of the town. 


It is used by many organisations, in¬ 
cluding toddler groups, five different 
Girlguiding units, South Somerset Com¬ 
munity Choir and three groups belong¬ 
ing to the University of the Third Age 
(U3A) - folk dancing, ukulele and sewing. 

The funds raised by the concert will go 
towards a £45,000 scheme to replace the 
main hall floor and redecorate the 
premises. “The plan is to strip back to 
the walls to expose any of the original 
features of the building,” said Christine. 

The Speedwell, which is a registered 
charity, is a former milliners and hat 
shop that was left to the young women of 
Crewkerne in 1923. 

Organisers say the lovely gardens at 
the Speedwell will be ideal for concert- 
goers to bring along a picnic. If not, tea, 
coffee, soft drinks and ice creams will be 
on sale. 

The gates open at 1pm, with the con¬ 
cert beginning at 2pm. 
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D-Day looms in battle for Saturday bus 


CAMPAIGNERS battling to 
save Saturday’s No 40 bus ser¬ 
vice from Bridport to Yeovil 
have reached a vital target. 

A petition they set up in a 
bid to secure a service they be¬ 
lieve is a lifeline for local com¬ 
munities has smashed the 
1,000-signature barrier. 

One of the campaigners, 
Beaminster resident Carolyn 
Emett, explained that the 
issue arose after public trans¬ 
port provider First won a 
Dorset County Council school 
bus contract from rival opera¬ 
tor Damory. 

Damory then decided to stop 
providing the No 40 service 
and First agreed to take it on - 
but not on Saturdays. The No 
40 Saturday bus is due to run 
for just one more Saturday, on 
July 22nd. 

Ms Emett said: “This is a 
crucial service and we hope as 
many people as possible will 
add their signatures to our pe¬ 
tition. There are many elderly 
and vulnerable people living 
in the villages served by the 
No 40 bus who are now effec¬ 
tively being abandoned on a 
Saturday if this service is 
lost.” 

She added: “Could Somerset 
County Council contribute to 
the service, which does go 
through Crewkerne and on to 
Yeovil. Dorset County Council 
is making choices about what 
things to fund and what not to 
fund. This is a very important 
thing to find money for. It 
seems that vulnerable people 
are being disproportionately 
affected by austerity.” 

Rosemary Beeny, chairman 
of the Beaminster and Villages 
Local Area Partnership, 
which campaigns for commu¬ 
nity services, is urging people 
who rely on the Saturday bus 
to sign the petition and help 


the campaign to ensure the 
service is not lost. 

She said: “The No 40 Satur¬ 
day service faces an uncertain 
future and we want to ensure 
this vital service is not lost.” 

The target now is to reach 
1,500 signatures. You can read

The campaigners’ message 
that introduces the petition 
says: “Dorset County Council 
have said that they will step in 
to cover the Monday to Friday 
service until an operator can 
be found to take it over. But 
we want them to cover the Sat¬ 
urday service too - once it is 
gone it is harder to replace! 
Let’s act now and keep the Sat¬ 
urday service too!” 

Ms Emett raised these is¬ 
sues in a letter to county coun¬ 
cil leader Rebecca Knox: 

■ Community transport is¬ 
sues It appears from the new 


timetable that the No 40 on 
Saturdays will no longer be 
running as a commercial ser¬ 
vice. You suggested that it 
could be run as a Community 
Transport Initiative, along the 
lines of Thornecombe’s bus. 
This is something to consider 
but it’s a lot to ask one small 
community - ie Beaminster - 
to run a bus which connects 
four towns - Bridport, 
Beaminster, Crewkerne and 
Yeovil, as well as the villages 
in between (Bradpole, 
Melplash, Netherbury, Broad- 
windsor, Mosterton, Mister- 
ton, East Chinnock, West 
Coker). It also connects all 
these towns and villages with 
the train station at Crewk¬ 
erne. I therefore think that the 
council should either be find¬ 
ing the money to do this them¬ 
selves, or putting pressure 
onto / finding incentives for 
First (who are running the 
Mon - Fri timetable) to do it. 

■ Working with Somerset 
County Council The No 40, 
once it gets to Misterton, is in 
Somerset. Are SCC helping to 
fund this bus? If not, then 
would it be a good idea to ne¬

Amanda Broom has met with the Operations 
Manager of Buses for Somerset to start a consul¬ 
tation over the current services provided around 
Chard. 

Cllr Broom said: "Transport was one of my

‘three to fix’ during the election campaigning, 
and the lack of public transport is a matter which 
causes many issues for local residents. 

“The changes to the service recently have im¬ 
pacted on residents of all ages, for all reasons: un¬ 
able to get to work on time; limited service at key 
times over evenings, weekends and Bank Holi¬ 
days and no longer stopping at Musgrove Park 
Hospital. One of our biggest challenges is trying 
to stop social isolation, and public transport is 
critical to ensuring residents can get out and 
about." 

Cllr Broom said that the initial meeting with 
Operations Manager Aled Williams was very 
positive as he was keen to understand how Buses 
for Somerset can best deliver an affordable ser¬ 
vice which suits residents’ needs. 

Cllr Broom has started receiving comments 
through her councillor Facebook page and is 
keen for residents to contact her about transport 
concerns. 

"The key question is if it was your service 
What would you do differently 1 , the more com¬ 
ments and justifications received, the more it 
will give us a chance to see changes".

MEN’S Shed Crewkerne & Dis¬ 
trict is in urgent need of a new 
home.

“The Crewkerne Men’s Shed

Cattle troughs udderly perfect 
for new role at railway station

VOLUNTEERS at Crewkerne Rail¬ 
way Station took action when they 
found that the wooden tubs used as 
planters on the unused down plat¬ 
form were “losing their bottoms”. 

The Friends of Crewkerne Station 
decided that drinking troughs for cat¬ 
tle matched the requirements and ob¬ 
tained them at a discount from 
Countrywide, which supports the 
group and their work. 

Troughs are particularly suitable 
as they are a historic reminder that 
one of the main functions of that plat¬ 
form was to transport calves to Scot¬ 
land. 

The troughs have been filled with 
compost by the volunteers and 
planted with plants - either donated, 
or obtained at a discount from Castle 
Gardens, Sherborne. There are 
pelargonium, herbs, helichrysum 
and ornamental grasses which are all 
drought-resistant. 

Volunteers have situated rainwa¬ 
ter butts against an old British Rail 
hut but are very much aware of the 
difficulties of not having a mains 
water source. There is a weekly rota 
to keep the planters healthy and wa¬ 
tered and the Friends would welcome 
more people to help out. 

Membership secretary Sue Frack¬ 
iewicz said: “New members get a 
membership card with our logo and 
a free visit to Crewkerne Museum 
valid until October. 


“The logo is based on the old South¬ 
ern Railway sign with the FOCS 
name incorporated, which we de¬ 
cided was a nice touch. In addition, 
as an added inducement, anyone join¬ 
ing now will receive an extra couple 
of months’ membership free.” 


For the standard annual fee of £10 - 
£5 for those unwaged or on benefits - 
membership will run until Septem¬

STEADY SAVERS CAN LIVE THE DREAM

HOW much cash would you need to 
transform a lifetime's ambition into a 
reality? Nearly £60,000 typically, 
according to a recent survey. 

But with people saving less than £200 
a month on average, it could take them 
about 25 years to scrape together 
enough cash to achieve their big dream. 

Here's how you can more quickly 
achieve your savings goal. 

LIFETIME S AMBITIONS COME 
WITH BIG PRICE TAG 

Many of us dream of achieving a 
long-held ambition - but perhaps fewer 
have thought about the cost. 

Ford Money, the UK savings bank 
from Ford Motor Company's financial 
services business, asked people how 
much money they believe they would 
need to realise their biggest or most 
important ambition. The average 
estimate was £59,305. 

The typical cost was found to be 
highest for people in their 40s, at an 
average of £68,820.

Chard Road Runners 

with Paul Masters 
IN ACTION at the Chiltern 
Challenge Buckinghamshire on 
Saturday meant a 5:30 start 
from home for the 150 mile trip, 
Paul Masters was the lone CRR 
taking on the 32 mile Ultra Trail 
Marathon through the Beautiful 
Chiltern Hills, heading out of 
the Rishborough School head¬ 
quarters Paul picked up some 
early places into the first hill up 
onto the Ridgeway with narrow 
paths making up the next few 
miles Paul enjoyed a breather 
whilst avoiding the many tree 
roots that were taking their toll 
on a few runner. With the 
check-points at approx 10k in¬ 
tervals Paul settled into a steady 
pace having not been able to 
train for nearly a month it was 
going to be a hard end of race, 
with the final CP passed and a 
hilly section to take on Paul was 
struggling but keeping his head 
down for the down hill finish 
Paul crossed the line at a pace in 
5h 47m 13s 85/250 

CRR's second event was the 
more local Waymouth, Another 
early start for Rachel Bird, Mar¬ 
tin Holley and Stevie Potter as 
they travelled down to Wey¬ 
mouth for the Bustinskins Wey¬ 
mouth Triathlon, Rachel and 
Martin were competing in the 
Middle distance event compris¬ 
ing a 1.2 mile sea swim, a 56 mile 
cycle and a 13.1 mile run. Stevie 
had opted for the Olympic dis¬ 
tance event comprising a 1500 
metre swim, a 40km bike and a 
10km run 

The swim started in almost 
perfect conditions, with a warm 
calm sea, Rachel was up 
amongst the leaders and her 
time of 28m30s put here in 10th 


position and 2nd lady at the end 
of the swim. Martin's time of 
37m 41s put him nearer the back 
of the field. Both got through 
transition and on to their bikes 
quickly, Rachel pushed hard 
from the start to try to stay with 
the leaders and her time of 2h 
52m.56s meant that she was 
competing with two others for 
the overall lead out of the ladies. 
Martin moved gradually 
through the field and he was 
pleased with his time of 2h 49m 
36s. The 13.1 mile run was two 
laps and Rachel pushed hard on 
the first lap and with 4 miles to 
go was leading the ladies race 
but her lack of run training due 
to injury caught up with her, 
but her overall time of 5h 7m 14s 
gave her the prize for 2nd lady, 
and 20/94 competitors. A very 
good performance in her first 
outing over this distance. Mar¬ 
tin put in a solid run to finish in 
a time of 5 h 13m.37s meant he 
finished in 27/99 and gave him a 
personal best over the distance 

Stevie Potter was in wey- 
mouth mainly to offer vocal sup¬ 
port to the others but had 
decided to compete in the stan¬ 
dard distance event. Consis¬ 
tency over all three disciplines 
was her strength and out of 99 
competitors she had the 41st 
fastest swim, the 47th fastest 
cycle and 38th fastest run. This 
gave her an overall time of 2h 
31m.46s and 39/99 and 5th in her 
age group 

It was then off to Frome for 
CRR Matt Baker taking on this 
road half with a big field was 
going to be a great event for the 
strong runner that Matt has be¬ 
come, Setting off from the foot¬ 
ball Club Matt was focused on 
meeting the tough conditions 
for this 13.1mile race, pushing 
well at the halfway stage Matt 
was feeling comfortable and ap¬ 
proaching the 10 mile stage was 
looking at a PB until the Hill
